With improved weather, a num- 
ber of major construction projects 
in the Monterey area are Starting 
or are about to start, with pros- 
pects of full employment of Mon- 
terey building tradesmen, accord- 
ing to S, M. Thomas, business agent 
of Monterey Laborers Union 690 
and for other crafts. 

The $4,000,000 housing project at 
Bay View Park, where 500 new 
homes will be constructed by Fos- 
ter & Lichens Co. of Los Angeles, 
is getting under way. Granite Con- 
struction Co., which is doing curbs 
and gutters and street work, has 
moved in equipment. Engineers 
and surveyors were on the job last 
week. 

Nevada Construction Co. of Las 
Vegas has started the highway re- 
pair and resurfacing in the Carmel 
Valley, from the Coast Highway to 
the Farm Center, 

Barrett & Hilp, of San Francisco, 
general contractors for the Mon- 
terey sewer system, has started a 
crew of laborers on the 15-inch 
line which will run along Cannery 
Row. Because of the many under- 
ground pipes in this area; much of 
the sewer digging will have to be 
by hand, Thomas said. 

Ross Truett, Monterey. contrac- 
tor, has called for men to start 
work on the Monterey sewage dis- 
posal plant, as sub-contractor un- 
der Barrett & Hilp, it was reported. 
This work will be rushed through 
to completion by August, it was

St. Paul (LPA)—The Minnesota | 


legislature has passed a bill pro-

hibiting strikes by public employes. 


The house vote was 71 - 48 and 
the Senate vote was 44 - 22. 

Public employes who strike lose 
civil service or tenure standing; if 
re-employed, are put on probation, 
and .cannot be paid more than be- 
fore the strike. A panel of three is 
provided for conciliation—one rep- 
resenting the agency, one the em- 
ployes, and a third chosen by the 
first two. If the panel cannot work 
out an agreement, it acts as a pub- 
lic fact-finding body. Similar bills, 
but without the conciliation and 
fact-finding features, were passed 
but vetoed in 1945 and 1947. 

On the same day the legislature 
passed the-anti-strike bill it passed 
another giving railroad police ‘the 
power to make arrests. This power, 
union representatives charged, 
would insure legal strike-breaking. 


To Gifford, $91,700;

New York (LPA) —In 1950 the 
Bell System paid out $28,541,877 in 
pensions to 14,962 men and 10,250 
women. They averaged out to 
$1132, less than-$100 a month. Wal- 
ter S. Gifford, former AT&T board 
chairman, and now US ambassador 
to Britain, drew $91,700. 

Interest on investment of the 
pension fund exceeded by almost 
$3.5 million, and total assets of the 
fund rose to $1,231,332,104, of 
which $137,656,149 was added in 
1950, but Bell management is fight- 
ing a move to eliminate social 
security deductions from company 
pension payments. It is also fight-

EDITORIALS 
Big Business in Control 
. What is becoming so painfully evident in connection 
with the political situation that actually exists in our 


national government today is that a large majority of 
the present representatives of both political: parties in 


men for Big Business. 

All the ranting and smearing of reds in government | 
that has been going on during recent years has served | 
the purpose of weeding out of the halls of our national 
Congress many of the best friends of labor, who for- 
merly held seats there. Now, antj-labor legislation, anti- 
labor appointments to the judiciary and other important 
positions that control the very life-line of our nation are 
commonplace happenings of the present day. 

Asa result Big Business is sitting in the saddle today. 
Never in all history have the profiteers of our nation 
garnered such enormous net profits. The present 
Korean war is being used as a convenient means to enor- 
mously swell these profits. At the same time the terrific 
cost of this war is being piled most heavily on the wage- | 
earner, the small farmer, and little business man, while! 
the big profiteers are let off lightly. In such a setup 
labor is snubbed at every turn. What else can we expect 
the way labor neglects to use its political power? 


When Labor Is Working 


Were it not for the fact that labor is working and | 
spending practically all of its earnings there would be} 
such a slump in business that many concerns would have 
to close their doors. It is the wage-earners and the farm- 
ers who provide the heavy bulk of the buying power. 
Hence, it also follows that when they are getting the 
largest returns is the time that everybody else prospers 
the most. 

It is far from true that working clothes is all that 
workers buy. The fact is they buy most of nearly every- 
thing, including automobiles, television, radios, foods 
of every kind and description, sports and theatres. With- 
out any patronage from labor and farmers most lines of 
‘business would fold up. « 

» Consider the billionaire, who may be a large manu- 
facturer employing one hundred thousand men. This 
employer can wear only one shirteat any one time, while 
his employees are wearing 100,000 shirts at all times. 
The same applies to nearly everything else that human 
beings need and use. The workers and their families buy 
the big bulk of all kinds of goods with the earnings of 

those who work, no matter what their work may be. 

Whatever you do, don’t sneer at the buying power of 
labor. That is the principal force that makes the wheels 
go around.

Blow to Labor Papers 


If postal rates should be raised on second class mail 
matter, this would hit all newspapers using the postal 
service for delivery to subscribers. This would hit the 
weekly papers the hardest and especially our weekly 
labor papers, many of which have already been forced 
to fold up. 

In former days our national lawmakers recognized 
that the press supplied an educational element to our 
community life which should be encouraged in every 
way by our postal department. Now we seem to have 
gotten a lot of lawmakers in our national capital who 
are strong on sending billions to Europe and Asia, that | 
may earn us the hatred and contempt of an ee 


fa) 
portion of the human race, but when it comes to helping 


education, then they seem ready to withhold their gen-| 
erosity at every turn: 
Labor papers have never been accused of abusing| 
their mailing privileges. To pile on the excessively high 
postal rates being proposed would make it just that 
much more difficult for many labor papers to continue 
publication. It would be the last straw for some of them, 
thus weakening and reducing one of the best educa- 
tional mediums we have. Any influence that can be 
brought to bear on our Congressmen, by mail or other- 
_ wise, should be applied now, to urge them not to pass 
_ laws to discourage publication of labor papers and 
_ mumerous other newspapers and magazines that would 
be hit by such laws.

Albany, N.Y. (LPA)—Paul L. 
Phillips, president of the A. F. of L. 
Paper Makers, has repeated his 
charge that the nation’s news- 
paper publishers are to blame for 
the newsprint shortage. He spoke 
out to refute an editorial in Editor 
& Publisher, the newspaper own- 
ers’ trade journal, that Phillips 
had made his statement in con- 
nection with plans of a Senate 
committee to look into the news- 
print problems of small dailies and 
weeklies. 

(The Union Advocate, labor pa- 
per.in St. Paul, Minn., cut down 
from six pages to four March 15 
and announced it will stay in four 
pages until a surplus supply of 
paper can be accumulated. It 
called the newsprint shortage crit- 
ical, and said it had had to cancel 
some printing contracts as a re- 
sult.) 

Phillips said his charge was not 
| prompted by any business, political, 
|;or government group, but was in 
reply to a direct appeal for help 
from R. A. Olson, president of the 
Minnesota Federation of Labor. 
Phillips said that during the de- 
pression newspaper publishers took

Do workers want a union shop? 

Well, in 1950, more than 85 per cent of all votes cast in 
union-shop elections favored’ a contract clause that would 
make workingmen and women stay in the union or lose their 
jobs. 

And workers approved union-shop bargaining in 96° per 
cent of all elections. Business Week magazine reported the 
figures in its March 3 issue. 

So the union-shop issue’ has back-fired on supporters of the 
Taft-Hartley law. T-H, you know, requires elections to be 
held before a union shop can be put into effect. T-H backers 
were certain when the law passed in 1947 that trade unions 
would lose most of the elections.

Food Dollar 
Only 42 Cents 


The average level of food prices 
in. San Francisco edged down a 
little in“February, falling 1.1 per 
cent from January levels, accord- 
ing to Max D. Kossoris, Regional 
Director of the U. S. Department 
of Labor’s Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. The February index of food 
prices of 253.3, however, eclipses 
that of any month in the history 
of the Bureau’s pricing in the city, 
except for the all-time January 
peak, and is an even 11 per cent 
| above the February 1950 level. 

The value of the food dollar in 
San Francisco, based on its 1939 
| purchasing power, was down to 
nearly 42% cents, 

The decrease was due- almost 
entirely to the seasonal downturn 
, of prices for fresh fruits and vege- 
tables and is bound to give way to 
higher prices for these items in 
the normal seasonal trend. The 9.5 
per cent decrease from January 
levels was due to lower prices for 
such items as green beans (down

But 
the canned varities were up 1.9 
per cent, the dried .2 per cent, 
and the frozen 2.5 per cent. 
MEATS GO UP 

Meat prices continued to move 
up. The over-the-month increase 
was 1.1 per cent for the entire 
meats, poultry and fish group. With 
meat prices high, greater demands 
for chickens and fish brought up 
poultry prices by 4.3 per cent and 
fish prices by 2.0 per cent. Com- 
pared with prices a year ago, beef 
was up nearly 22 per cent, pork 
14 per cent, lamb 17 per cent, 
chickens 19 per cent, and fish 16 
per cent. 

Dairy products prices moved up 
0.5 per cent, and cereals and bak- 


ery products 0.2 per cent, bringing. 


both of these groups about 9 per 
cent, above. their. year-ago. levels. 
Higher coffee prices, averaging 
nearly 89% -cents a pound, pulled 
the level of beverage prices up an- 
other 1.1 per cent. Prices of fats 
and oils came up 5.2 per cent over 
the month to a level one-third 
higher than they were a year ago. 
SOME DROP A LITTLE 

But egg prices decreased 8.6 per 
cent. At 61 cents a dozen, how- 
ever, they were nearly 20 per cent 
higher than a year earlier. Sugar 


prices decreased fractionally, 0.1 
per cent above February 1950 
levels. 


These indexes and comparisons 
are based on interim revisions 
which involve the introduction of 
several new food items and some- 


what different weights for the 
various groups in the index. On 
the basis of the unrevised index, 


the February food level was 236.8, 
compared with 212.2 of February a 
year ago. 

The U.S. food index for 56 cities 
in February was up 1.8 per cent to 
a level 6f 226.0. The all-commodity 
level for large cities was up 1.3 
per cent to an index of 183.8. (In- 
terim revision figures, with the 
average for 1935-39—100.) 


Rent Bill Signed 


But Rents Go Up! 


Newark, N.J.—The area rent 
advisory board voted over, AFL 
members’ opposition to grant a 20 
per cent increase in rents to 600,- 
000 landlords in nine northeastern 
New Jersey counties. 

The action came almost simul- 
taneously with President Truman’s 
signing of the 90-day extension— 
to June 30—of the weak federal 
rent control bill. 

Louis P. Marciante, New Jersey 
State AFL president, wired Hous- 
ing Expediter Tighe E. Woods and 
AFL President William Green to 
oppose and disapprove the hike 
“because it may be used as stand- 
ard policy for other parts of the 
country.” 

He said the rent increase was 
voted without a public hearing and 
at a closed meeting of the rent 
advisory board.
